WHAT’S THE BLOOMIN’ HURRY? 

Ten or @ dozen aerplane pilots have met sudden 
and tragic deaths lately in rushing mail across 
the country, and the end is not yet. That sort of 
thing does not appeal to us as good sense. Wihat’s 
all the rush and sweat and hurry about? We ven-
